They 
were marking their victory in the 
three-year war against Westcorp’s 
plans to change the face of W hyte 
Avenue. They sat alone 
of O'Byme’s but 
glasses were beir 
honour.

The tide could weil be turning, 
and if community activists have 
their way, several members of 
Edmonton’s city council will be 
swept away in October's civic 
election. 

Just two hours earlier, Lowe and 
Berghofer watched city council 
reverse its position on Westcorp’s 
plan to build a highrise theatre 
complex on top of the parkade 
adjacent to the Varscona Hotel. 
The 11 eligible council members 
voted 6-5 against the proposal, 
which would have violated 
Strathcona’s Area Redevelopment 
Plan. 

The plan placed severe restric- 
tions on new building heights in 
order to preserve the historic

Battle lines drawn 





With a civic election on the horizon, one of the biggest issues facing candidates 
will be deciding who determines Edmonton’s future: citizens or developers 


neighbourhood’s pedestrian- 
friendly ambience. Ward Six 
councillor Terry Cavanagh was 
the swing vote. Earlier this month 
he had voted in favour of the plan, 
giving Westcorp a preliminary 
green-light. In the end, however, 
all that mattered was this week’s 
final vote, and two weeks of sus- 
tained pressure convinced 
Cavanagh to change his mind and 
thus scupper the cinema. 

Early on, Cavanagh had been 
identified as a soft supporter of 
the plan. While all of the six sup- 
porting councillors’ flexibility was 
sussed out, most of the effort was 
concentrated on Cavanagh. 


s e 
Line in the sand 
It was only natural that Lowe 
and Berghofer were the standard- 
bearers against the Varscona cine- 
ma plan. After all, Lowe is execu- 
tive director of the Old Strathcona 
Business Association, which is 
fighting hard to keep the neigh- 
bourhood’s status as the city’s 
premiere shopping and entertain- 
ment district, and Berghofer is 
president of the Old Strathcona 
Foundation, which is dedicated to 
preserving the area‘s history. Both 
are veterans of the trench warfare 
of civic politics. 

But this fight has gone well 
beyond one neighbourhood. 
Across the city and beyond, com- 
munity activists have been closely 
watching. In fact, one letter of 
protest came from as far away as 
Victoria. 

Asked if she thought the battle 
would become an issue in the 
fall’s election, Berghofer replied 
simply, “Big time.” 
Lowe said it’s easy to character- 

and — 


versus anti-business. But she dis- 


misses such stereotyping as patent 


nonsense. “It’s the business com- 
munity that has been most strong- 
ly against this,” she said. “We 


went around to our members with 


a petition, and with no effort at 
all, 140 business people signed.” 
The Varscona cinema has 


become a line in the sand, symbol- 


ic of a much larger concern. At 
issue are the so-called Area 
Redevelopment Plans and other 
such framework documents, in 
which city planners work with 
residents to hammer out guide- 


lines for redevelopment in specific 


neighbourhoods. In theory, they 
give people power to decide how 
their own neighbourhoods will 
take shape. 

The problem is, however, that 
once these ARPs are drawn up, 
there’s nothing to prevent city 
council from allowing developers 
to violate them. All a developer 
has to do is apply to re-zone some 
land and, if council approves, the 
plan is neutered. 

There's a growing sense that 
ARPs are under attack throughout 
Edmonton. As the city’s economy 
continues to rapidly expand, the 
housing market booms. 
Developers, eager to cash in, are 
pressuring the city to rezone more 
pect so they can build more 

ousing units. Often their plans 









the city’s most desirable single- 
family homes and the plan allows 
for some redevelopment to town- 
houses, but the owner of three lots 
wants to build a medium-rise 
apartment. Under the ARP, only 
21 townhouse units could be built. 
The developer hopes to triple that 
62 in a five-storey complex. 

“We were watching the 
Varscona proposal very closely,” 
said Tim Earle of the Clifton Place 
Residents’ Association. As far as 
he’s concerned, a medium-rise 
apartment complex would be dis- 
astrous for the neighbourhood. 
“What it really boils down to is, 
does our ARP really mean any- 


thing?” 
Come the

While the residents’ association 
hasn’t given up the fight against 
the apartment, Earle said they’re 
already looking beyond it, to the 
fall’s election. 

“We intend to be at every candi- 
date forum, asking everyone run-— 
ning about their stand on devel- 
opment issues,” he explained. 
Earle thinks this fall’s election will 
be a watershed in civic polities. 
With several councillors planni 
to retire, Earle'said it's a golden’ 
opportunity to change council’s 
complexion from blatantly pro- 
development to more measured — 
and willing to control develo 
ment. “I think we're seeing the 
last throes of a pure ‘develo 








cillor Robert Noce is expected 4g 
challenge Smith.

My name is Yasir Majid, and I 
wrote this to help people under- 
stand that the choices we make in 
life not only effect us, but every- 
one in our society. 

On July 27,1999, I was arrested 
and found guilty of trafficking 
cocaine. This charge was a great 
awakening for me — my future as 
a man and as a member of this 
society had been destroyed in a 
single moment. I began to under- 
stand the meaning of being a 
killer; although I was not inten- 
tionally meaning to kill anybody, 
the drug itself is a killer. It is the 
drug that influences the choices a 
person makes in his or her daily 
life, and in this way I was killing 
these people’s hope, and when 
hope dies, you die. | 

You see, what I realized is that 
everyone is a slave, but only a 
slave to God. As a young boy I 
was taught and educated about 
God in my home country of Iraq. 
When I came to this country I 
found freedom that I have never 
seen before, so like any normal 
preteen, I began to do things that 
were wrong. I won’t discuss these 
actions in detail, but I'll just say 
that my ideals and beliefs did a 
complete 180 degree turn.

“I remember peers say- 
ing, ‘Oh, that’s what you're 
going to be doing’,” recalls 


Derkach, whose first role was the 


evil step-mom in Way-Out 
Cinderella. 

But the first impulse for the 
Edmonton native — born the 
same day and year as fellow per- 
former and friend Jeff Haslam — 
was music. “I started with think- 
ing that I wanted to be a classical 
piano player. Then J started 
exploring classical singing.” She 
took some time off and re-evalu- 
ated, “I just realized that | didn’t 


want to spend 10 hours in a room 


by myself playing music, as glo- 
rious as it was. I had other ways 
of expression that need to be 
explored.” 

After a little research, she 
joined Grant MacEwan 
Community College’s Theatre 
Arts Program, which offered a 
chance to combine theatre and 
music. “I went into the program 


not really knowing that much~ ~ 





about musical theatre,” she 
admits. Program chair Tim Ryan 
soon remedied that. “Tim has a 
world of knowledge when it 
come to that genre. I think his 
influence on me was to [show 
how to] actually take a song and 
treat it as dialogue or a speech. 
Having a pretty voice or whatev- 
er — that’s not really what it’s 
about.” Instead, she learned, it’s 
about finding the truth in the 
words, “Tim has a great love for 
it and for showing that love to 
the audience.” 

As soon as she graduated, 
Derkach became a founding 
member of Leave It To Jane 
Theatre. “That became a school 
In itself. That's a big learning 
device. That was exciting for 
me.” And, directed by Ryan, 
she’s currently appearing in her 
thirteenth Leave It To Jane Show, 
Red Lips. “It’s fun to do, and it 
was really exciting to do. It’s a 
new musical: who knows what 
the response is going to be?” 

Music, obviously, remains a 
passion — for four years she was 
a member of the group 
Hookahman, alongside her part- 
ner, accordian phenom Jason 
Kodie. She loves movies too. Her 
favourite performers? She's par- 
tial to the work of four-year-old 
Kaiya: “She definitely an inspira- 
tion.” Anyone else? “Phillip 
Seymour Hoffman. Albert Finney 
and Tom Courtenay in The 
Dresser, Brenda Blethyn — I 
adore her. I love all of the actors 
in [director] Mike Leigh’s compa- 
ny and find them very believ- 
able, and the comedy comes out 
of that.” 

Her tastes, however, are 
diverse. “I own the Rocky series. 
That's my closet obsession.” 

“One of the roles I'd love to 
play is Mrs. Lovett in Sweeney 
Todd. | love that musical. She’s 
just completely in love with 
Sweeney Todd and has been liv- 
ing with that for years and years. 
And yet she still has this light- 
ness about her and the music is 
great. And it’s not like a pretty 
little singing role.” 

Derkach has a busy summer 
ahead: she has plans to appear in 
two Fringe productions. Mind 
you, she already knows her way 
around. “The very first Fringe I 
did, I did three shows. One had a 
live duck in it. There were a cou- 
ple of nights when I had all three 
shows and I would carry this 
duck, Fothinray. He lived in my 
mom’s backyard for the summer, 
then we took it back to the farm.

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BLONDHEIM’S GOT THE HOME- 
TOWN BLUES AGAIN 

In 1989, before moving from 
Edmonton to Vancouver, where h« 
now makes his home, Georg¢ 
Blondheim was invited by film 
maker Ann Wheeler to write the 
score to her movie Bye Bye Blues 
The soundtrack for this shot-in 
Edmonton story of a mother forced 
to support her young family by 
performing in a touring jazz band 
while her husband goes off to war 
won the composer a coveted Genie 
award, Canada’s equivalent of the 
Oscar. 

“We scored the film in 
Edmonton, using a few guest 
musicians who were touring 
through at the time as well as sev- 
eral members of the orchestra. 
Then in 1990 I was invited to per- 
form music from the score [with 
the ESO] and expanded the orches- 
tration for that concert.” That two- 
evening concert was presented to 
sold-out houses at the Jubilee 
Auditorium and also featured 
singer Rebecca Jenkins, who 
played the lead role of Daisy 
Cooper in the film. Musicians P.] 
Perry, Gary Guthman and the late 
Bob Stroup were also a part of the 
musical mix at those performances. 
Blondheim has been invited back 
to “resurrect” the score at a special 
concert by the ESO on Tuesday 
May 29, at 8 p.m., although he’s 
quick to add, “Resurrect is the 
wrong word, because the music’s 
not dead.” 

The programme will include a 
blend of music performed by the 
George Blondheim Trio (which 
includes him on keyboards, Rene 
Worst on bass and Dave Robbins 
on drums), music for trio and 
orchestra, pop tunes and excerpts 
from Bye Bye Blues. 

“Rebecca has been invited back 
to sing some of her songs from the 
film. We're fortunate that we 
could be together for this, because 
she has been so busy lately.” 

Blondheim hasn't exactly been 
sitting on his hands lately either. 
He has two new CDs about to be 
released by his trio and adds that 

“Freddie Hubbard will be guesting 
on my next album. I'm really for-

NMW panellists bemoan state of music industry 


, | pee s 10th annual 


NewMusicWest 2001 broke ticket 
sales records with total attendance 
figures coming in at 27,750 over 
the four days and nights. The 260 
acts, booked into 30 packed 
venues over three nights, played 
to more than 15,000 festival atten- 
dees. The 20 seminar sessions at 
SFU Harbourfront Campus were 
well attended, with extremely 
informative panels 

The business section keynote 
speaker was Michael McCarty, 
president of EMI Music 
Publishing and touted by many as 
having the best ears in the 
Canadian music industry. 
McCarty’s ‘rant’ (as he called it) 
started strong, lapsed into nega- 
tivity and then became slightly 
confusing 

“We're going through what I 
call the ‘blockbusterizaton’ of the 
music business,” said McCarty. 
“Big hits, big stiffs and no middle 
ground... These days good is not 
good enough, great is not good 
enough, only insanely great is 
good enough.” He also claimed 
that the only Canuck artist today 
of this stature is Nelly Furtado, 
thus having accolade ‘best ears in 
the Canadian music industry’ fly 
away like a bird. 

“People should hook up with 
others as good or better than they 
are,” McCarty maintained. “John 
Lennon realized that when he first 
saw Paul McCartney. Lennon 
knew he was as good as he was, 
so if he had them band together, 
they could be as successful as they 
were... we need artists to team up 
more. 

The next agenda on the biz side 
were the seminars, kicked-off by a 
supersession on “The State Of The 
Industry”, moderated by the 
aforementioned Michael McCarty, 
and including Teamworks’ Frank 














Weipert, Terry McBride, the prez 
of Nettwerk, Chris Taylor from 
entertainment law firm Sanderson 
and Taylor, and the CEO of Coach 
House Records, Robert 
Fitzpatrick, who formerly man- 
aged Cream, Buddy Miles and the 
Bee Gees. 

McCarty began by saying, “The 
state of the industry is not good. 
We have a lack of creativity and 
leadership. | was shopping at a 
music store and I saw one of those 
new small credit card style CD- 
ROMs at the cash register of a 
store, advertising a tax program. 
So I bought it and went home and 
tried it out. It takes you to their 
website and you can do two tax 
forms on it, and I immediately 
thought we should of had that 
first, the music business should 
have had that. It could be like gift 
certificate and you could down- 
load off the site, but we really 
should have had it first...” 

Indie supercompany Nettwerk 
President Terry McBride was 
equally gloomy, saying, “March 
saw a 17 per cent dip in record 
sales. Canada is the most wired, 
high-tech country in the world, 
but the Internet has given people 
the impression that music should 
be free... 

“Money’s an issue, and no won- 
der kids are going to DJs and 
raves — a live band you pay $20, 
the music in between is shitty and 
it’s over in 90 minutes.” 

Frank Weipert concurred with 
their assessment, and maintained, 
“Tt used to be if you were ‘record 
company ready’ there would be 
people to work with you. The

Daniel Yoon turns a head injury into a 
filmmaking career in Post Concussion

W...: do you do when you get 
hit by a car and get brain damage? 
The settlement money to make a 
feature film, of course. 

That’s what writer-director-cin- 
ematographer-actor Daniel Yoon 
did, and he emerged from that 
incident with this quirky semi 
autobiographical comedy, Post 
Concussion. Following El Mariachi 
director Robert Rodriguez’s exam- 
ple (he spent a year as a medical 
guinea pig to finance his first 
film), Post Concussion is a model 
example of DIY filmmaking. 

Matthew (Yoon) is a business 
consultant — you know, the guy 
who tells big corporations who to 
lay off. His life is going exactly as 
planned, until one day he gets hit 
by a car and sustains a serious 
head injury. Suddenly, his memo- 
ry isn’t what it used to be and he 
has crushingly painful headaches, 
hallucinations and trouble concen- 
trating. As a result, he loses both 
his job and his beautiful girlfriend. 
Seeking any kind of treatment that 
may help, he runs into anal insur- 
ance claims agents, false gurus 
and exorcists who offer equally 
lame solutions to his new handi- 
cap. 

Instead of going the self-pity, 
“strength in adversity” route, 
Yoon’s droll narration documents
